TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chaiman8  Ladies  and  Gentlemen s 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  City  during  1963. 

The  Registrar-General 9 s  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-1963  was  48,460,  compared  with 
a  figure  of  48,235  at  the  1961  census. 

Lancaster9 s  adjusted  birth  rate  at  18.2  per  l9OCO  population  was  equal  to  the  national  rate. 
The  747  deaths  assigned  to  the  City  were  equivalent  to  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.2  per  1,000 
population,  compared  with  the  figure  of  12.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

In  1963  there  were  24  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  the  resultant  mortality  rate 
being  30.1  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  an  annual  average  rate  of  28.2  over  the  preceding 
decade.  There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 

Some  measure  of  local  community  health  is  afforded  by  the  records,  supplied  by  the  Ministry 
of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance,  of  new  cases  of  sickness  arising  each  week  in  the  working 
population.  The  average  weekly  number  for  1963  was  again  higher  than  usual  but  this  was  mainly 
due  to  the  widespread  incidence  of  respiratory  infections  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year. 
Amongst  young  children  also  we  had  the  biggest  outbreak  of  measles  since  1959.  Controlled  trials 
of  measles  vaccines  are  currently  being  carried  out  in  certain  parts  of  the  country. 

In  reporting  on  the  detailed  work  carried  out  during  1963,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
has  again  drawn  attention  to  the  importance  of  some  of  the  environmental  health  duties  of  the 
Department.  Whilst  the  health  of  the  individual  is  influenced  by  many  complex  factors,  physical, 
mental,  social  and  environmental,  we  must  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  health  of  the 
community  as  a  whole  still  depends  basically  on  the  maintenance  of  adequate  standards  in  regard 
to  such  ordinary  things  as  pure  water,  safe  food,  clean  air  and  good  housing. 

The  Health  Committee  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  progressive  attitude  it  has  adopted  to 
smoke  control  in  the  City  in  the  past.,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  policy  will  be  pursued  in 
the  future  despite  the  set-back  to  the  programme  during  the  year  occasioned  by  confused  forward 
planning,  at  national  level,  of  fuel  availability. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  that  good  progress  is  now  being  made  with  the  Council* s  scheme 
for  the  erection  of  bungalows  for  old  people,  and  that  in  a  small  proportion  of  these  the  frailer 
tenants  will  be  able  to  obtain  part-time  help  and  supervision  from  a  warden  living  close  at  hand. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Lancaster  Abbeyfield  Society  had  acquired  its  first  house  at  Scotforth 
for  conversion  into  bed-sitting  rooms  for  elderly  people  unable  to  manage  a  house  without  some 
help  from  a  housekeeper.  The  Council  may  well  consider  whether  the  needs  of  the  elderly  citizens 
of  Lancaster  in  this  category  are  being  fully  met. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  major  housing  problems  lie  ahead  and  a  survey  of  housing  needs 
would  help  to  decide  the  relative  priorities  as  between  (l)  repair  and  improvement  of  existing 
houses,  (2)  action  to  deal  with  the  potential  health  hazard  in  houses  in  multi-occupation,  and 

(3)  the  definition  of  improvement  areas. 
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The  unfilled  vacancies  in  the  establishment  of  public  health  inspectors  continued  from  the 
previous  year,  and  a  comparison  with  earlier  annual  reports  reveals  a  considerable  decline  in 
the  total  work  done,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  inspection  of  houses  for  disrepair,  the 
examination  and  sampling  of  foodstuffs  and  the  supervision  of  food  premises#  The  recent  typhoid 
outbreak  in  Aberdeen  provided  a  sharp  reminder  of  the  dangers  inherent  in  present  day  methods  of 
food  production  and  handling  and  of  the  need  to  maintain  and  improve  our  standards  of  food  hygiene. 
It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  washing  of  hands,  especially  after  using  the  toilet, 
and  cleanliness  of  food  utensils  and  premises  generally,  will  prevent  the  spread  of  food  poisoning 
germs# 


I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  conscientious  work  of  the 
Health  Department  staff  and  of  the  continued  interest  and  support  of  the  Health  Committee  in  its 
wort#

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population 

The  Rwgistrar-General 5 s  estimate  of  the  City  population  at  mid-1963  was  48,460,  a 
decrease  of  20  from  the  mid-1962  figure.  This  estimate,  however,  does  shew  *  slight  increase  ever 
the  figure  of  48,255  published  in  the  final  report  on  the  1961  census. 

At  the  1951  census  14*9  per  cent  of  the  City0®  inhabitants  were  of  pensionable  age.  Ten 
years  later  this  proportion  had  risen  to  17d  per  cento  representing  8,268  elderly  citizens  of 
whom  4,284  (51*8$)  were  living  in  one  or  two  person  households.  Of  the  8,268,  1,212  (14.7%)  were 
living  alone,  2,010  (24.590  were  in  two  person  households  (both  pensionable),  and  1,062  (12.8$) 
were  in  two  person  households  (only  one  pensionable).  Thus  5,222  or  59  per  cent  of  elderly  people 
in  Lancaster  either  live  alone  or  in  two  person  households  in  which  both  are  of  pensionable  age, 
and  in  this  group  are  many  who  need  houses  more  suited  to  their  special  needs  as  well  as  much  help 
and  support  from  other  social  services. 

Births 

In  1965  births  decreased  by  15  to  797,  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  18.2  per  1,000 
population.  This  figure  may  bo  compared  with  the  adjusted  rate  of  18.8  for  the  Administrative 
County  and  with  the  national  rate  of  1802  per  1,000.  Table  5  shows  the  crude  birth  rate  in 
Lancaster  for  the  previous  five  years. 

Of  the  797  live  births  57,  or  7.1  per  cent,  were  illegitimate  compared  with  a  figure  of 
7.2  per  cent  in  the  previous  year. 

Deaths 

Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  747,  a  decrease  of  70  on  the  previous  year,  correspond¬ 
ing  to  a  crude  death  rate  of  15.4  per  1,000  population.  The  death  rate  "area  comparability  factor" 
has  boon  specifically  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  present,-*  of  any  residential  institutions 
within  the  City  area.  Thus  Lancaster's  adjusted  death  rate  was  11.2  per  1,000  compared  with  the 
national  rate  of  12.2  per  1,000.  The  adjusted  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  in  1965  was  15.8 
per  1,000,  mortality  in  the  North  Western  region  being  higher  generally  than  that  in  more  favourable 
regions  in  the  South  and  therefore  exceeding  the  national  figure. 

Table  1  shows  the  Lancaster  deaths  classified  by  cause  and  sex  under  the  56  main  headings 
used  by  the  Registrar-General,  but  the  relative  importance  of  the  principal  causes  may  be  more 
clearly  seen  in  the  table  belew.

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The  recast  publication  of  the  U„S,  Public  Health  Service’s  report  en  smoking  aad 
health  has  strongly  reinforced  the  lessens  ef  the  British  findings  by  the  Medical  Research 
Ceunul  in  1957,  and  the  Royal  College  ef  Physicians  in  1962,  Many  years  have  passed  since  the 
association  between  lung  cancer  and  cigarette  smoking  has  been  proved,  and  yet  the  total 
amount  ef  tebmee#  consumed  has  net  altered  appreciably. 


Deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  the  City  in  each  ef  the  last  10  years  are  shewn  in  the 
accompanying  table  along  with  total  deaths  and  deaths  from  all  forms  ef  cancer.  It  will  be 
noted  that  during  this  period  180  males  died  from  lung  cancer  compared  with  only  26  females. 
In  1963  the  death  rates  from  this  disease  in  Lancaster 6  the  Administrative  County,  and  England 
and  Vales  were  respectively  0,43,  0,48  and  0,53  per  1,000  population.

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  ne  maternal  deaths  in  1963,  In  Table  4  is  set  out  the  annual  maternal 
mortality  for  Lancaster  M,B,,  the  Administrative  County ,  and  for  England  and  Wales  ever  the 
past  ten  years*  but  it  should  be  noted  that,  owing  to  the  smallness  ef  the  absolute  figures 
for  the  City,  it  is  perhaps  unwise  to  everstress  the  differences  in  the  respective  maternal 
death  rates.

Of  the  24  infants  idle  died  at  ages  under  one  year  no  less  than  17  failed  to  survive 
four  weeks  and  15  died  within  the  first  week  of  life.  These  early  deaths  were  due  te  birth 
injuries,  prematurity,  congenital  abnormalities,  ete0  (see  accompanying  table). 

First  week  mortality,  which  is  closely  related  te  pre-natal  and  intra-natal 
conditions,  fellows  a  similar  pattern  te  many  still  births,  and  pera-natal  mertality  is  the 
term  new  used  fer  still  births  plus  first  week  deaths  expressed  as  a  rate  per  1,000  live 
and  still  births.  In  1963,  from  tha  twenty-eighth  week  ef  pregnancy  te  the  end  ef  the  first 
year  af  life  there  was  a  tetal  less  ef  42  infant  lives  in  the  City  and  33,  er  79  per  cent  af 
these  occurred  in  the  peri-natal  period.

1.  Residential  Accommodation.  For  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  not 
otherwise  available  to  them,  accommodation  is  provided  in  the  following  hostels  - 
Dolphinlee,  Laurels  and  Fair  Elms,  Lancaster;  the  Qnpress  Hostel  at  Morecambe; 

Moor  Platt  and  The  Hermitage  at  Catoru 

2.  Care  of  Aged  Persons  in  their  Own  Homes,  The  domiciliary  services  provided  by 
the  County  Council  have  been  expanded  where  necessary,  so  as  to  give  adequate 
assistance,  support  and  encouragement,  in  conjunction  with  local  voluntary 
organisations,  to  enable  old  people  to  continue  to  live  in  their  own  homes, 

3.  Handicapped  Persons.  Registers  are  maintained  for  the  blind,  the  partially 
sighted  and  the  deaf  for  whom  certain  welfare  services  are  made  available 
through  the  agency  of  voluntary  organisations.  Other  classes  of  handicapped 
persons,  including  cripples,  epileptics  and  spastics,  may  after  registration, 
be  provided  with  occupational  therapy,  transport  to  social  centres,  holidays, 
chiropody  treatment,  etc, 

4.  Homes  for  Disabled  and/or  Old  Persons,  There  are  six  homes  of  this  nature  in 
the  division,  all  managed  by  voluntary  organisations  or  by  private  individuals. 

These  are  registered  and  inspected  regularly  by  the  divisional  medical  staff. 

School  Health  Service  -  Education  Act,  1944 

The  school  health  service  is  controlled  centrally  by  a  comu. ttee  of  the  County  Council, 
and  for  the  local  administration  of  this  service,  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is  responsible 
-to  the  Coawfey  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

In  addition  to  the  routine  medical  and  dental  inspections  of  children  carried  out  in  the 
City  schools,  various  clinics,  some  attended  by  visiting  specialists,  are  provided  for  the 
correction  or  treatment  of  certain  defects. 

The  admission  of  handicapped  pupils  to  special  schools  is  arranged  through  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Medical  supervision  of  children  under  the  care  of  the  Children’s 
Department  is  also  undertaken  by  the  school  medical  officers.  Details  relating  to  local 
clinics  are  set  out  is  the  table  on  page  19, 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream  and  foodstuffs,  as  well  as  of 
specimens  of  faeces,  blood,  nose  and  throat  swabs,  etc.  from  individual  patients  is  carried  out 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Preston  and  I  am  indebted  to  Dr,  Robertson,  its  Director, 
for  much  helpful  advice  in  connection  with  epidemiological  investigations. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  water,  as  well  as  of  milk  and  foodstuffs  taken  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  is  performed  by  the  County  Analyst,  Dr,  Walker,  whose  willing  co-operation 
is  also  appreciated.

There  was  a  decline  in  scarlet  fever  from  48  cases  in  1962  te  25  in  19650  There  have  seen 
»»  cases  ef  diphtheria  in  Lancaster  since  1948,,  but  this  fortunate  state  of  affairs  can  ealy  be 
in&int&iHed  provided  the  proportion  of  young  children  immunised  is  maintained  at  a  high  level 
yeas*  by  year,.  The  number  ef  children  immunised  is  shewn  in  the  table  m  page  24„ 

Measles 

The  800  cases  of  measles  notified  during  1963  exceeded  by  526  the  number  in  the  previous, 
year*  the  incidence  being  almost  double  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years.,  This  yearns 
total  was  last  exceeded  in  1959  when  there  were  862  cases,.  Although  widely  spread  the  disease 
was  generally  mild  is  nature,.  Trials  with  prophylactic  measles  vaccines  are  currently  being 
carried  out  in  certain  parts  ef  the  country. 

Whooping  Cough 

Nineteen  oases  ef  whopping  sough  were  notified  in.  1963  compared  with  5  in  19&2„  The 
averag*  yearly  incidence  was  40  for  the  previous  five  years  and  114  in  the  decade  1946-56 . 

This  marked  decline  is  attributed  te  the  use  of  pertussis  vaccine  in  recent  years. 
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Polimnyalitie 


The  City  has  remained  free  frame  vfanliie  paralysis  simce  1959>  Vaceinatien  against 
this  disease  cemmenced  in  the  latter  half  ef  1936  with  Salk  vaccine  given  by  injectien. 

The  new  Sabin  vaccine  taken  by  mouth  has  been  offered  as  an  alternative  from  the  beginning 
ef  1962,  and  this  has  simplified  the  procedure  and  made  it  mere  acceptable , 

The  following  table  shews  the  number  ef  children,  adults  up  to  the  age  ef  40  and 
these  ever  40  at  special  risk,  who  have  been  vaccinated  since  1938,

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Schemes 


The  National  Health  Service  provides  a  comprehensive  free  service  for  immunisation 
and  vaccination.  At  present  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough ?  tetanus, 
paliamyelitis,  smallpox  and  tuborculosis,,  is  available  at  tha  school  clinics  and  child 
welfare  centres.  This  service  is  also  available  from  family  doctors  oxcopt  far  vaccination 
against  tuberculosis » 

Whilst  on  the  whole  the  lecol  response  to  these  various  preventative  measures  has 
been  fairly  well  maintained  there  is  still  much  room  far  improvement.  The  acceptance  rate 
for  vaccination  ef  infants  against  smallpox  in  this  area  is  lass  than  30  per  cant,  and  the 
rate  varies  from  100  per  cent  to  1  per  cent  in  different  parts  af  the  country.  There  has 
been  a  recent  decline  also  in  the  number  of  people  accepting  vaccination  against  polio- 
myalitisp  Whenever  there  is  a  local  outbreak  ef  one  ef  these  diseases  vaccination  queues 
tend  te  appear,  and  this  is  unfair  to  the-1  dactors,  to  tha  health  autharity  and  ta  those 
responsible  for  the  supply  ef  vaccines,  Paine  queues  are  the  evideace  af  responsibilities 
neglected.

Dysentery 

In  this  c«ui  b»wel  infection  the  symptoms  are  often  mild  or  short  3d. ved  and  the  disease 
is  therefore  met  always  reported  or  notified*  During  the  year'  55  eases  were  notified  compared 
with  49  in  1962,  but  in  addition  several  other  cases  were  identified  during  an  investigation 
i»  a  day  nursery*  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  causal  organism  was  Sh*  s@nnfc  but  Sh*  fleaaser 

was  found  in  two  cases  occurring  in  a  local  hospital* 

Pood  Paisaming 

Fortunately,  during  the  last  two  or  three  years  when  the  establishment  of  public  health 
inspectors  has  been  below  strength,  there  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning*  Tw« 
sporadic  cases  did  occur  in  1963,  one  caused  by  Salmonella  typhi-murium  and  the  other  by 
Clostridium  welchii,  but  in  neither  case  was  it  possible  to  identify  the  source  of  infectien*

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Tuberculosis  -  Incidence 


The  number  ef  new  cases  ef  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  in  1963  was  14,  the  same 
number  as  in  the  previous  year®  Over  the  preceding  10  years  notified  cases  averaged  30  per 
annum  and  in  1915  when  records  were  first  started  in  the  City9  the  annual  incidence  was  about 


120. 


There  were  8  cases  of  non-r espirat  ory  tuberculosis  in  1963  as  against  3  in  19620 

For  all  forms  of  tuberculosis „  therefore ,  new  cases  notified  totalled  22  against  17  in 
the  previous  year  and  an  average  annual  incidence  of  34  for  the  period  1953-1962.

The  accompanying  graph  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  shows  the  marked  decline  in  the  number 
of  cases  netified  and  in  the  number  ef  deaths  ever  the  past  40  years,  relative  te  the  five-year 
period  1916-1920 . 

Control  of  Tuberculosis 

Although  progress  in  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  Great  Britain  in  the  last  10  years  or 
more  has  been  such  that  its  eradication  within  the  next  20  years  may  appear  possible,  it  mast  not 
be  forgotten  that  over  20,000  new  cases  are  still  being  found  each  year,,  Furthermore,  there  has 
been  ne  diminution  in  the  proportion  of  cases  first  netified  pest  mortem.  The  disease  too  often 
still  goes  undiagnosed,  especially  in  elderly  people,  and  there  are  still  sufficient  infectious 
people  at  large  to  have  caused  infectien  in  some  17  per  cent  ef  scheel  children  by  the  age  ef  13. 

Tuberculesis  must  therefore  still  be  regarded  as  an  important  communicable  disease,,  The 
search  for  sources  of  infection,  the  examination  ef  centacts  at  home  and  at  work,  the  vaccination 
of  those  at  special  risk  of  infection  and  adequate  treatment  with  long  term  follow  up  -  these 
measures  must  all  be  continued  and  where  necessary  intensified,, 

Since  1957  routine  tuberculin  testing  has  been  carried  out  in  school  leavers  in  association 
with  BoCoGo  vaccination,,  During  1963,  619  scholars  in  the  City  who  were  found  to  be  negative 
reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  were  vaccinated,,  Positive  reactors  were  all  referred  to  the  Chest 
Clinic  for  X=ray  examination  and  follow  up.  In  addition  the  chest  physicians  carried  out  B„C.G» 
vaccination  on  84  infants  and  children  who  were  at  risk  from  close  contact  with  infectious  cases. 
Vaccination  confers  a  substantial  degree  of  protection  against  subsequent  natural  infection.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  importance  ef  environment  te  human  health  and  happiness  is  established  and  the 
envirenaental  health  functiens  ef  local  authorities  are  important  to  that  end.  Unfortunately, 
during  1965,  some  duties  of  the  Department  could  not  be  done  to  the  extent  necessary  or 
desirable  in  a  developed  and  well  organised  community  because  of  unfilled  vacancies  for  public 
health  inspectors 0  The  effects  of  not  being  able  to  carry  out  these  functions,  although  not 
always  immediately  obvious,  are  real#  Some  of  them  are  measurable  over  a  period  of  time,  and 
some,  alas,  are  irreparable*, 

Much  suffering  and  economic  loss  can  be  caused  by  insufficient  attention  to  food  hygiene,, 

The  unhappiness,  discomfort  and  health  hazards  of  bad  housing  conditions  are  immeasurable.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  World  Health  Organisation,  atmospheric  pollution  is  a  factor  of  importance  in 
the  causation  of  lung  cancer  in  humans.  The  Organisation  believes  that  epidemiological  evidence 
points  to  a  consistently  increased  incidence  of  lung  cancer  in  urban  as  compared  with  rural  areas 
which  can  only  be  partly  explained  by  differences  in  smoking  habits.  Analyses  have  demonstrated 
the  presence  in  polluted  air  of  substances  known  to  be  capable  of  causing  cancer  (carcinogens). 

In  this  country  about  30,000  people  die  each  year  from  Bronchitis  partly  attributed  to  air 
pollution,  and  about  27  million  working  days  are  lost  to  industry  because  ef  the  same  disease. 

The  cest  in  terms  of  health  and  happiness  which  has  to  be  borne  by  the  people  because  an 
efficient  health  service  is  not  maintained,  although  impossible  to  calculate,  must  indeed  be 
high.  The  old  adage  -  prevention  is  better  than  euro  -  is  still  true. 

During  the  year  under  review,  although  numerically  the  housing  situation  remained,  reasonably 
satisfactory,  no  progress  was  made  in  the  repair  of  private  tenanted  houses,  nor  was  it  possible 
to  take  steps  to  improve  conditions  in  houses  in  mult inoccupation,,  The  improvement  of  houses 
remained  an  haphazard  affair,  lacking  vigour 0 

The  number  of  samples  of  food  found  to  be  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory  was  41  per  cent 
compared  with  26  per  cent  in  1962.  This  is  a  reflection  on  the  decreased  supervision  of  food 
premises  during  the  year  because  of  the  depleted  staff  of  public  health  inspecters. 

Two  further  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  made  during  the  year  and  the  survey  of  two  other 
areas  was  in  progress. 

Health  Education  is  a  necessary  function  of  a  Health  Department  because  the  steps  taken  to 
improve  the  standards  of  health  and  increase  happiness  can  only  bo  successful  with  public  support 
and  understanding.  The  monetary  cost  of  such  a  service  is  insignificant  to  its  value. 

Finally,  as  always,  I  must  acknowledge  the  loyal  support  and  help  of  the  staff  of  the 
Department  and  also  the  help  of  the  Medical.  Officer  of  Health  throughout  the  year.

STEPS  TGWARDS  CLEANER  AIR  AND  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  CLEAN  AIR  AC T,  1956 
Smoke  Control  Areas 


In  September,  1965,  the  City  Council  made  two  further  Smoke  Control  Orders  (Nos.  2  and  3) 
but  the  dace  on  which  these  Orders  were  to  have  come  into  operation  (October,  1964)  had  to  toe  altered 
because  of  sudden  changes  in  the  supply  position  of  gas  coke.  The  Beaver  Committee  in  1955  realised 
that  seft  gas  coke  would  not  be  avail -hie  in  ever  increasing  supply  but  it  thought  that  we  should 
have  some  years  on  which  we  could  xely  on  sufficient  supplies  to  meet  the  requirements  of  Smoke 
Control  Orders  for  abeut  a  decade.  More  rapid  technological  changes  than  were  anticipated  in  the 
gas  industry  have  altered  considerably  the  coke  supply  position.  Since  1949,  the  number  of  gas  works 
in  this  country  has  been  reduced  from  1,050  to  300.  An  increasing  proportion  of  gas  is  now  being 
made  from  oil  or  oil  gases,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  te  import  liquid  natural  gas  from  North 
Africa.  So  much  cheaper  is  it  te  make  gas  frem  eil  that  it  is  economically  sound  to  close  down  gas 
works  at  present  manufacturing  gas  from  coal,  even  though  they  are  relatively  new. 

In  addition  to  producing  gas  from  oil,  in  some  areas  gasification  of  coal  is  being  done  direct 
instead  of  by  carbonisation.  Supplies  of  gas  coke  will  therefore  diminish. 

On  the  other  nand,  technological  development  in  the  gas  industry  is  likely  to  result  in  a 
cheaper  and  safer  gas.  This  will  benefit  the  consumer  and  help  to  reduce  air  pollution.  Our  plans, 
therefore,  to  make  Lancaster  smoke  free  within  the  next  decade  must  be  altered  to  meet  this  new 
technological  development.  Householders  are  now  left  with  the  eheiee  of  an  underfloor  draft  grate 
or  epenable  steve  fer  burning  solid  fuel,  er  gas,  electricity  er  eil. 

Because  of  these  changes  the  capital  cast  to  householders  and  the  charge  on  the  rates  will 
increase  appreciably,  but  the  Government 9 s  financial  contribution  will  also  increase.  The  City 
Council °s  decision  to  continue  its  smoke  central  programme,  in  spite  of  these  difficulties,  is  te 
be  commended.  It  will  enable  heosehelders  te  obtain  op~to~dafce  heating  appliances  for  only  30  per 
cent  of  the  cost.  Householders  will  have  the  benefit  of  more  efficient  and  convenient  forms  of 
heating.  It  is  anticipated  that  many  householders,  perhaps  one^third  or  more,  will  change  to  gas 
or  eleofcxxsity  and  will  thus  enjoy  all  the  advantages  which  5 heat  on  tap9  can  bringo  There  is  s 
pressing  public  demand  for  .improved  standards  of  living  and  this  includes  more  efficient  and 
cleanei  means  of  heating  the  home.  A  sraeke  centre!  programme,  besides  reducing  air  pollution,  will 
help  te  satisfy  this  demand. 

Apart,  however,  from  the  benefits  derived  frem  better  house  warming,  reduced  air  pollution  is 
in  itself  .aportant  and  well  werth  spending  meney  te  achieve.  Scientific  evidence  concerning  the 
effect  of  air  pollution  on  human  health  is  incomplete,  but  enough  is  known  to  show  that  smoke 
polluted  air  is  injurious  to  both  physical  and  mental  health  and  that  there  is  a  clear  association 
between  air  pollution  and  the  incidence  ef  Brenchitis  and  ether  ®hest  illnesses.  Statistics  show 
that  every  year  the  death  rate  frem  Brenchitis  in  England  and  Wales  is  much  higher  than  in  certain 
other  European  countries  where  houses  are  not  heated  by  burning  coal  in  open  fireplaces.  Each  year 
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about  30 9 000  people  die  in.  Britain  frem  Bronchitis  and  about  27  million  working  days  are  lost 
in  industry  through  this  disease;  every  tenth  man  is  off  work  because  of  Bronchitis  some 
time  during  the  year.  Conditions  in  this  country,  however,  vary  from  district  to  district. 

In  the  North  West  industrial  towns,  for  example.  Bronchitis  is  much  more  common  than  it  is 
in  the  less  densely  industrialised  South.  In  big  towns  like  Liverpool,  Manchester  and 
Sheffield,  four  middle-aged  people  die  from  Bronchitis  for  every  one  living  in  the  country¬ 
side.  All  the  blame  for  this  relatively  high  rate  in  England  and  Wales  cannot  bo  attibutod 
to  air  pollution,  since  other  faeters,  e.g.  climate  and  bad  heusing  conditions,  play  a  part, 
but  in  general  it  is  the  industrial  towns  liable  te  heavy  pellutien  that  have  the  highest 
death  rate  frem  Brenchitis. 

Seme  pelluted  air  is  alse  harmful  because  it  ebscures  natural  light  and  sunshine,  and 
this  reduces  resistance  te  disease.  Altheugh  the  cest  ef  ensuring  a  cleaner  air  in 
Lancaster  night  seem  high,  especially  with  the  changes  that  have  taken  place,  in  the  light 
ef  all  the  benefits  te  be  derived,  surely  heusehelders  will  be  prepared  te  pay  en  average 
£4.  te  £5.  spread  ever  the  next  10  years,  er  between  8/=»  and  10/-  per  year. 

Observatien  ef  Chimneys 

During  the  year  yeur  Public  Health  Inspeeters  made  61  ebservatiens  ef  factery,  etc. 
chimneys.  The  tetal  time  spent  en  these  ebservatiens  was  21  heurs,  23  minutes.  Of  this 
time  the  perieds  during  which  the  various  shades  ef  smoke  were  emitted  are  shewn  in  the 
fellewing  tables.
